Douglas, in speaking for himself 
and for Justices Reed, Black, M ur­ 
phy and Rutledge said th at the 
function of free speech is to invite 
dispute. 
“It may indeed best serve its high 
purpose," Douglas asserted, “when 
it induces a condition of unrest, 
creates dissatisfaction with condi­ 
tions as they are, or even stires 
people to anger. . . . 
“Freedom of speech, though not 
absolute, is nevertheless protected 
against censorship or punishment, 
unless shown likely to produce a 
clear and present danger of a ser­ 
ious substantive evil th at rises far 
above public inconvenience, annoy­ 
ance or unrest."

OUT-OF-SCHOOL 
YOUTH ELIGIBLE 
FOR TRAINING 


Harrisburg, M ay 17 (ZP)—Establish­ 
ment of vocational education classes 
(for out-of-school youth and adults 
is authorized by a new law signed 
today by Gov. Jam es H. Duff. 
School districts received the power 
to set up the training for which 
there are facilities if requested in 
writing by 20 or m ore residents of 
a district. The state will be obligated 
to pay 80 per cent of the cost of in­ 
struction with teachers being paid 
at the rate of $2.50 an hour. 
The same law, sponsored by Sen. 
F e d P. Hare, Jr. 
(R.-Som erset), 
makes it unlaw ful for school boards 
to demand or receive any gifts from 
teachers or other professional em ­ 
ployes. The definition of professional 
school employes also would be ex­ 
panded to include 
school nurses 
without a requirem ent th a t they be 
certified as teachers. 
Expenses for Commissioners 
The pay of p art-tim e teachers also 
would be fixed a t $2.50 an hour 
for teaching exceptional children, 
and in extension schools. Teachers 
with emergency certificates would 
receive $1.50 an hour.

There was turbulence inside and 
outside the meeting. Outside the 
priest was greeted with cries of “God 
dammed Fascist." When he got in­ 
side, looked around, and didn’t like 
some of those there, he threw around 
words like “slimy scum" and “Jew's.” 
No Final Answer 
The ruling in his case Is only the 
latest attempt by the court to decide 
how free speech can be. It’s not final 
because: 
There is no absolute answer that 
will fit every situation in the future; 
and the present court or a future one 
may decide differently in a different 
case. This is what happened: 
On the night of February 7, 1946 
the Rev. Arthur Terminiello, an Ala­ 
bama priest then under suspension 
by his bishop, went to a meeting in 
a Chicago auditorium. 
“Slimy Scum” 
The meeting, sponsored by the 
Christian Veterans of America, was 
called by Gerald L. K. Smith, one­ 
time Huey Long lieutenant.

In an announcement last night the 


commission took note of reports that 
a, much greater quantity of the 
atomic-bomb material had disap- 
peared and could iiot be found. 


It said that all told about 1.05 


ounces of the stuff—32 grams—could 
not be accounted for last February 
after a routine inventory at the 
Argonne National laboratory in Chi- 
cago. The FBI was notified and an 
analysis of all laboratory waste was 
started.

OP SI IS URGED 


Harrisburg, May 18 </P)—The CIO- 


Pennsylvania Industrial Union coun- 
cil was urged today to back legisla- 
tion instituting a minimum wage 
scale of SI an hour in the nation. 
The proposal was among more than 
150 resolutions up for action before 
the council's annual convention. The 
present minimum wage in America 
is 40 cents an hour. 


The convention also had before it 


another proposal calling for legis- 
lation to require a "guaranteed an- 
nual wage" for all workers. 


Other resolutions up for action 


included a request for quick ap- 
proval of the proposed $500,000,000 
bonus for World War II vetsrans, 
and approval by Congress of Presi- 
dent Truman's national health pro- 
gram.
